The larg- 
est part of this money will be withdrawn 
from unproductive hoards or from invest- 
ment, to be expended at once and placed. 
in active circulation. These hundreds of 
thousands of dollars will go to men who 
cannot hoard them away, but must ‘use 
them at once in relieving their own ne- 
cessities. Men who a few weeks ago were 
begging im the streets or hunting preca- 
rious “jobs” are now or will soon be earn- 
ing good and regular wages and will be- 
come buyers where before they were solic- 
itors of alma. 

As far as general trade is concerned, 
there is reason to believe that the cy- 
clone, together with the crowds soon * 
come together for the Republican Na- 
tional Convention, will give a great stim- 
ulus to the business of St. Louis.
